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Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitaiy  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Falmouth  during  1963, 

The  excessively  cold  spell  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  caused 
an  increase  in. the  number  of  deaths  among  the  old  people.  In 
the  over  75  year  group  there  were  20  deaths  in  February  and  18  in 
March  as  opposed  to  10  and  5 in  the  February  and  March  of  1962, 

This  accounted  almost  entirely  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  239  in  1962  to  276  in  1963,  Otherwise  the  year  was 
a healthy  one  though  there  was  the  usual  biennial  epidemic  of 
measles.  The  black  spot  in  Falmouth  vital  statistics  is  the 
perinatal  mortality  rate  which  is  discussed  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  nimber  of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  against 
Smallpox  fell  precipituously  from  1561  and  804  to  49  and  35 
respectively.  The  higher  figure  was  due  of  course  to  the  fact 
that  smallpox  was  epidemic  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
though  not  in  Cornwall,  It  illustrates  the  indifference  which 
absence  of  the  threat  of  disease  can  engender  and  explains  why 
so  many  parents  fail  to  get  their  children  immunised  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  consideration  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  Mr, 

Hacking  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
cheerful  cb-operation.

The  high  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  due  entirely  to  the 
high  still  birth  rate*  A review  of  the  causes  of  these  discloses 
that  4 were  due  to  placental  insufficiency  and  2 to  foetal 
abnormalities.  None  of  these  was  preventable  in  the  present 
state  of  our  knowledge.  The  remaining  3 were  due  to  Rhesus  in?- 
compatability  1, concealed  accidental  haemorrhage  1 and  prolapse 
of  cord  1,  None  of  these,  if  detected  early  enough,  need  have  died. 
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Of  the  3 infant  deaths  one  was  due  to  accidental  inhalation  of 
vomit,  1 to  bronchitis  and  1 at  2 days  old  of  debility. 

There  were  4 deaths  in  the  15-24  year  group  of  wih.ch  one  was 
due  to  a road  accident,  1 to  peritonitis,  1 to  congenital  defect 
and  1 to  shock  following  the  sub-total  removal  of  the  thyroid,, 
gland. 


In  the  25-44  year  group  2 deaths  were  due  to  diabetes  and  one 
to  each  of  the  following  - Leukaemia,  congenital  heart  disease, 
coronary  tiirombosis,  heart  disease  following  early  rheumatic  fever, 
nephritis,  brain  haemorrhage  and  suicide. 

Of  the  60  deaths  in  the  45-64  year  group  21  were  due  to 
malignant  disease.  4 of  these  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung, 

3 males  and  1 female.  Coronary  disease  caused  19  deaths,  17  males 
and  2 females.  Other  cardiac  condition  caused  8 deaths.

Miss. E,J, Jennings,  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  reports  : 

It  is  very  disappointing  to  learn  that  in  1963  in  tliis  area 
the  perinatal  mortality  rate  in  Falmouth  was  once  agaiii  higher  than 
the  rate  for  the  County  as  a whole  which  in  its  turn  was  higher  than 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales. 

Every  expectant  mother  can  help  to  improve  this  sad  state  of 
affairs  by  starting  regular  ente  natal  care  before  she  is  12  weeks 
pregnant.  Regular  tests  to  estimate  the  amount  of  iron  in  the 
blood,  regular  weighing  and  wise  eating  will  do  much  to  prevent 
esqjectant  mothers  developing  the  conditions  which  often  cause  still 
births  and  infant  deaths. 

In  1963  95  expectant  mothers  attended  the  weekly  ante  natal 
classes  held  by  the  District  Midwives,  Expectant  mothers  booked 
for  either  hospital  or  home  delivery  are  welcomed. 
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Children  can  still  suffer  from  and  they  do  still  die  from 
poliomye3i.tis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  In 
Falmouth  on  3ist  December,  1963  256  children  under  the  age  of  5 
years  were  unprotected.  Protection  is  free, 

Falmouth  Old  Peoples  welfare  Committee  continues  to  bo 
responsible  for  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  and  the  Chiropody 
Service,  Both  give  invaluable  help  to  many  elderly  citizens. 
Good  food  and  well  cared  for  feet  do  much  to  prevent  i3-l  health,

On  the  31st  December,  1963  there  were  126  (121)  cases  of 
tuberculosis  on  the  register  of  wiiich  112  (107)  were  also 
pulmonary.  There  was  on©  death-  due  to  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year. 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Falmouth  for  7 days  during 
November,  1,108  persons,  mainly  mantoux  +ve  school  children  and 
school  leavers  were  examined.  No  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  discovered. 
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At  the  end  of  1963  3>143  (2,896)  children  had  been  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  Of  this  number  474  (442)  were  contacts  of  knom  cases 
of  tuberculosis  and  2,669  (2,454)  were  dealt  with  under  the  schone 
for  school  leavers.

From 
it  I have  extracted  the  foll.owing  data  which  show  that  one  fifth  of 
all  dwellings  in  Falmouth  were  still  without  the  4 amenities, 
which  most  people  would  in  fact  consider  essentials.

Mr.Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  iinnual  Report  for  1963. 

With  the  addition  of  one  Inspector  to  the  staff,  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  the  Department  has  been  able  to  complete  the 
slum  clearance  survey  and  continue  to  deal  vdth  numerous  other 
routine  duties  including  houses  in  multiple  occupation  and  for 
the  first  time,  hairdressers*  premises*  It  also  has  meant  that 
many  more  visits  to  food  premises,  including  hotels,  guest 
houses,  etc,,  could  be  made  than  in  the  past,  without  neglecting 
other  duties,  in  spite  of  the  increase  in  building  activity 
which  occurred  during  the  year. 

All  caravan  sites  completed  works  to  bring  their  sites  up 
to  Model  Standards,  with  the  exception  of  one  site  where  holiday 
caravans  are  to  be  replaced  by  chalets  with  all  modem  conveniences. 
The  dejLivery  of  a 25*cub,yd,  S & D refuse  vehicle  eliminated 
the  difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  previous  years  when  any 
of  the  nomal  large  capacity  vehicles  were  out  of  service  and 
had  to  be  replaced  by  a 7, cub, yd, vehicle  which  was  totally 
inadequate.  This  vehicle  was  sold  and  one  of  the  older  large 
vehicles  was  "retired”  to  become  the  spare  vehicle  and  was  in 
use  about  50  days  between  1st  May  and  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  replacement  of  the  Angledozer  with  a David  Brown  Forward 
Loading  Shovel  resulted  in  a much  improved  refuse  tip  particularly 
as  cover  has  now  to  be  carried  quite  long  distances 5 in 

addition,  as  cover  and  road  making  materials  are  no  longer 
manhandled,  larger  quantities  are  used,  rather  than  the  bare 
minimum,  resulting  in  a better  finished  surface  adequately  covered. 
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and  better  roads. 

I an  indebted  to  i'lr,  R.G,  King,  F.I.M.T.A.,  Borough  Treasurer 
Mr,  B.J, Sweeney,  M.I.Mun.E.,  A.R.I.G.A.,  A.M.Inst.H.E.,  Borough 
Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer  and  to  Mr,  J.R.C.  Finlayson,  A.I.Hsg, 
Housing  Manager,  for  the  information  supplied  regarding  Finance, 
Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  and  Housing  respectively  and  to  Dr.V.E, 
Whitman  for  his  advice  and  support.

Water  SutoIv 

The  Water  Supply  Undertaking  for  the  Borough  is  Mimicipally 
owned  and  administered  by  the  Council's  Water  Committee  through 
the  Borough  Suiveyor  and  Water  Engineer, 

The  supply  originates  from  gathering  grounds  of  gravel  and 
peat  sub-soil  in  an  area  along  the  valley  from  Long  Downs  through 
Mabe  and  Treverva  down  to  Peniyn, 
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The  water  is  stored  in  two  main  Reservoirs  for  winLch 
impounding  dams  have  been  constructed  and  there  are  also  two 
supplementaiy  reservoirs  wtiich  are  not  normally  in  service  but 
their  capacity  can  be  drawn  upon  in  emergency. 

The  total  storage  capacity  Is  in  the  region  of  390  million 
gallons  and  the  relia'ble’'  yield  of  the  catchmei^t  area  is.,  ,2*1  million 
gallons  per  day. 

Qualitative  and  bacteriological  control  of  the  water  is 
achieved  by 

(a)  Coagulation  and  Sedimentation  by  the  Aluminium  Sulphate  and 
Chalk  raethodi 

(b)  Pressure  filtration  through  sand  and  gravely 

(c)  Injection  of  clilorine  and  lime  to  the  filtered  waterj 

Regular  monthly  Bacteriological  Analyses  of  the  water  going 
into  supply  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory 
SejTvice,  Chemical  Analyses  are  made  at  half-yearly  intervals. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  water  in  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  comparatively  recent  new  and  up  to  date  methods  of 
treatment  have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and 
extension  of  the  water  main  system  has  tal^en  place  to  incorporate 
a number  of  new  Housing  Estates, 

The  average  daily  consumption  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1963  was  1,252,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  number  of  domestic  and  trade  supplies  in  the  Borough  is 
now  6,077  against  5,919.  in  1962, 

Sewerage 

Disposal  of  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  is  by 
means  of  sea  outfalls  at  Middle  Point,  Gyllyngvase  and  Pennance 
Point,  At  four  positions  the  sewage  is  raised  to  higher  levels 
namely.  North  Parade,  Prince  of  VJales’  Pier,  Riviera  Hotel,  and 
the  rear  of  the  Swanpool,  Sewage  ejectors  are  employed  for  this 
purpose  but  at  the  Prince  of  Wales*  Pier  the  ejector  is 
supplemented  by  pumps. 
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The  Falmouth  Borough  Council  receives  sewage  from  Penryn  and 
from  the  village  of  Mabe  into  its  main  sewer  to  the  South  of 
Trescobeas  Road  whence  it  flows  via  the  Jwanvale  valley  Trunk  Sewer 
to  the  works  at  Swanvale  and  thence  to  sea  at  Pennance  Point, 

Discussions  have  been  taking  place  during  the  year  with  the 
Kerri er  Rural  District  Council  on  the  question  of  accepting 
sewage  from  a proposed  scheme  contemplated  by  the  latter  Council 
for  the  Budock  and  I'lawnan  areas.  These  negotiations  are  being 
supplemented  by  a report  from  the  Falmouth  Borough  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  which  will  consider  the  question  of  the 
storage  position  at  the  Swanvale  Works. 

Vermin  and  Insect  Pests 


There  was  one  infestation  of  Bed  Bugs  (1  room) ; fleas  are 
the  most  common  form  of  vermin  and  six  houses  were  disinfested. 

Two  premises  were  treated  for  infestation  of  flies  and  thirty 
Wasp  Nests  were  destroyed. 

Rodent  Control 


In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949>  202  cases  were  dealt  with,  158  in  respect  of  brewn  rats 
and  44  iii  respect  of  mice.  There  were  no  infestations  of  black 
rats. 


The  baits  used  for prebai ting  were  860,lbs,,  of  Oatmeal  and 
for  poisoning  Arsenic,  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Warfarin  were  the  chief 
agents. 

Based  on  the  actual  "Takes  of  poison"  it  is  estimated  that 
1,750  rats  and  600  mice  were  killed.  368  dead  rodents  were 
recovered. 

Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministiy  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  Infestation  Control  Division  and 
the  Cornwall  Agricultural  Committee,  Pest  Department, 

One  full-time  Rodent  Officer  was  employed  and  methods  of 
treatment  were  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food’s  recommendations,  including 
poisoning. 

Wo  charges  were  made  for  treatment  carried  out  at  dwelling 
houses.

Shops  Act 

The  Goimcil  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  kit,  1950  and  during  the  year  an  Order  was  made  under  Section 
40  suspending  the  weekly  half-holiday  closing  of  shops  engaged 
in  the  business  of  Fancy  Goods  and  Souvenirs  and  Tobacconists 
diiring  the  period  from  Fifst  June  to  the  Thirtieth  of  September, 
1963. 


An  Order  was  also  made  under  Section  41  extending  the 
closing  hours  of  shops  engaged  in  the  business  of  Fancy  Goods, 
Gifts,  Books,  Stationery  and  Toys  to  10,p,m,,  during  the  period 
First  June  to  the  Thirtieth  of  September,  1963. 

Under  Section  51  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  which  relates  to 
Sunday  Trading,  an  Order  was  made  concerning  shops  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  photographic  requisites  and  these  shops  could  open 
between  the  hours  of  9.a,m,,  and  l,p.m,,  during  the  period 
commencing  1st  June  to  30th  September,  1963. 

Control  of  Movable  Dwellings 

There  are  nine  licensed  sites  with  accommodation  for  196 
caravans  (of  which  96  are  residential)  and  50  tents|  one  of 
the  sites  is  reserved  exclusively  for  camping  and  no  caravans 
are  permitted. 
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All  the  sites  have  sanitaiy  conveniences,  washing  and  bathing 
facilities  and  are  provided  vdth  main  water  supply  and  dustbins. 

Byelaws  Relating  to  Hairdressers  and  Barbers 

In  1962,  the  necessary  action  for  the  making  of  byelaws  to 
control  hairdressers  and  barbers  was  taken  and  the  byelaws  came 
into  opei*ation  on  the  1st  February,  1963* 

During  the  year,  inspections  of  all  hairdressers*  and 
barbers*  premises  were  made  and  as  a result  of  informal  action, 
improvements  were  obtained  at  seven  premises.

Housing  Act.  1957  - Slum  Clearance 

Four  individual  houses  were  demolished,  one  was  purchased 
and  demolished  by  the  Council  for  road  widening  purposes,  the 
others  were  demolished  by  the  owners  after  reminders  were  sent 
regarding  their  obligation,  and  in  one  case,  the  work  of 
demolition  was  completed  ty  the  Council  at  the  owner's  expense. 

One  house  which  should  have  been  demolished,  was,  at  the  owner’s 
request,  closed  for  human  habitation  and  retained  by  the  owner  as 
a store. 

The  survey  of  the  poorer  types  of  property  was  completed, 
a report  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee,  together  with  a 
suggested  slum  clearance  programme,  which  was  agreed  in 
principle  and  subsequently,  after  consultation  with  the  Housing 
Committee,  the  proposed  action  was  programmed  over  3 years. 

Housing  Act.  1961  - Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

The  action  taken  during  1962  regarding  houses  in 
multiple  occupation  was  continued  and  further  houses  dealt  with. 
The  total  number  of  visits  and  re-visits  made  in  relation  to

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All  these  conveniences  are  cleansed  daily,  four  have  a 
caretalcer  for  7 hours  every  week-day 5 two  are  attended  in  the

A new  Gentlemen’s  convenience  was  built  at  Grove  Place  Car 
Park  and  a service  corridor  was  included  in  the  design,  thus  all 
cisterns  and  pipes  are  out  of  sight  and  it  is  hoped,  out  of  mind. 

A new  type  of  free  hand  washing  facility  was  provided  with  a hot 
air  hand  drier  but  due  to  damage  by  vandals  and  mechanical  defects 
it  was  out  of  action  on  many  occasions.  As  a result  of  this 
experience,  paper  hand  towel  machines  were  ordered  but  unfortunately 
did  not  arrive  until  Septemberj  however,  they  were  proving 
popular  ty  the  end  of  the  year  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  a 
double  paper  hand  towel  and  soap  leaf  is  offered  for  one  penny  - 
previously,  paper  hand  towels  were  sold  from  machines  at 
threepence  each, 

405  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  various 
Conveniences,  The  income  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  I964 
(excluding  Piers)  was  £1,808, 13, and  expenditure  £7,761,2,1,

CLEANSING  SERVICES 


Cesspools 

There  are  105  premises  connected  to  93  cesspoolsj  in 
addition,  seven  caravan  sites  are  each  served  by  cesspools  and 
in  all  there  are  102,  76  of  these  are  regularly  emptied  by 

the  Council’s  Cesspool  Enptier  free  of  charge.  The  other  26 
are  constiTucted  on  the  soakaway  system  and  are  em.ptied  when 
required. 

Two  men  are  employed  and  a 750  gallon  capacity  Cesspool 
Emptier  was  used  until  February  when  a S & D 1,100  gallon 
capacity  cesspool/gully  emptier  was  delivered.  The  increased 
capacity  not  only  allowed  gully  emptying  hy  machine  one  day  per 
week,  instead  of  by  hand  as  previously,  but  also  allowed  time 
for  the  vehicle  to  be  hired  by  neighbouring  authorities.  The 
contents  of  the  emptier  are  disposed  of  at  one  point  within 
the  Borough  and  arrangements  are  made  with  other  authorities  for 
disposal  when  the  vehicle  is  on  hire.

Due  to  the  introduction  of  a five-day  week  on  1st  January, 
1961,  refuse  is  now  collected  from  domestic  premises  once  weekly 
and  from  shops  in  the  main  streets  three  times  weekly. 

The  Council  resolved  that  all  second  collections  per  week 
(other  than  shops  in  the  main  streets  and  hospitals)  be  charged 
at  the  rate  of  7/6  per  collection. 

In  all,  325,092  calls  were  made  during  the  year.  Three 
vehicles  are  employed  in  collection  and  the  total  mileage 
covered  was  16,083, 

One  vehicle  is  staffed  by  a driver  and  three  fillers  and  two 
by  a driver  and  four  fillers. 

Due  to  mechanical  failures  and  for  the  pui^ose  of  inspection 
and  maintenance,  the  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  not 
available  for  62-^  working  daysj  of  these,  5 days  were  lost 
while  awaiting  spare  parts. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
Council’s  Tip  at  Trescobeas, 

A David  Brown  4OTD  Forward  Loading  Shovel  is  used  for 
disposal  purposes. 

The  arrangement  with  a neighbouring  authority  for  the 
acceptance  of  refuse,  approximately  30  tons  per  week,  was  renewed 
for  a further  twelve  months  at  an  increased  charge  of  £12,18,0,, 
per  week.
